We've played with MDC and at our last gig we played with 
Gilligans Revenge, No Thanks and Kraut at A7. I remember 
that gig it was really cool. 

3) When did Savage Circle form ? 


Well, in 81 there was just me and my drummer. Then I got 
together with two kids I knew who had a heavy metal band 
called Black Lace. Then we started to take auditions, and 
the first person we tried out made it. Her name was Liz. 

4) What _ kinds of songs did you play ? 

At first we were just like a destroy type band, I mean it 
was just like kill, kill, kill. But then Mike started 
writing all heavy political songs. You can see the change 

in style when our 12" comes oute 

5) Are you going to put out another issue of Big City Zine ? 
Probably at the end of the summer. It depends if I get any 
contributions. 

Because the record business takes up all of my time I'm not 
sure. Right now I've been working on pasting all the Savage 
Circle record covers together, and my old lady really doesn't 
dig it. I just moved all of my stuff to the basement because 
there was shit all over the place. 


6) Are you putting out any new records soon ? 
Right now I'm working on the new Ultra Violence 12", Their in | 


the studio right now with Jerry: Williams, who produced MDC. 

Ultra Violence is still trying to get their money together, 

but if this deal falls through then I'll get right on forming 

a compilation of N.Y.C. bands. |

Javi: Upstart Distributors supposedly went bankrupt. Then he 

comes out with Upstart Records, Then he gets all of these 

bands and puts out 12" and he's the one who is making all of 

the moneye I mean I've been after him for the last two months 

saying either give me my records back or my money and he still 

hasn't responded.

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: THE HISTORY OF SAVAGE CIRCLE 
by Javi Savage 


I started the band in my basement in the hot-summer of 1981. I had been playing 
guitar for awhile,being influenced by local New York acts like the Stimulators » Ramones, 
Deadboys,and Heartbreakers. English groups such as the Clash, Sex Pistols, Sham 69 and 
Generation X. What made me start the band were bands from California like the Germs ’ 
Black Flag, and the Circle Jerks. I started to write some songs and got together with 
my close friend Tom, who played drums, We jammed for awhile with me singing and playing 
guitar. Playing my songs and a few copies, we had no luck on finding other members, so 
I asked my long time friends Kirk and Ton who played in a heavy metal band I used be in, 
They agreed to practice and record a record with us. We entered the studio and layed five 
tracks down, I released the five song Savage Circle E.P. on Savage Circle Records. Five 
hundred copies were pressed and sold out within a year. After the release it was up to 
me to find permanent members. I advertised for a bass player and guitarist in Damaged 
Goods. A girl: bass ‘Player, called Biss, called me up and I went over her house and got 
her in the band. Fortunately she knew a guitarist who wanted to join the band. His name 
is Mike of Yet Another Rag Fame. At that time we also needed a drummer because Tommy 
was in a drug re-habilition program in Arizona. After a few auditions for drummers we 
convinced Boby from Killer Instinct to play drums with us. We did our first show at a 
party that Killer Instinct, Ultra Violence and Butch Lust were Playing. We then played 
our first gig at A7 shortly after that show. We unfortunatly lost contact with Boby 
after that A7 show. Geo who sings with Fathead Suburbia began playing drums with us. 

We continued to play regulary at A7 and 2 +2 for a few months, backing up top acts like 
M.D.C. , Kraut, Sadistic Exploits and Crucial Truth. We broke up in 1983 rather abruptly 
for different reasons, Mainly because of the negative response from the scene. Well, I 
had fun performing , practicing, and recording with the band. I just hope the other members 
of Savage Circle enjoyed themselves half as much as I did, After the break-up of the band 
I chose to stay in the music business, I've been running a small independent label and 
fanzine called "Big City". So far I've released four records and six issues, My fourth 
record release is the second pressing of the Savage Circle record. It includes two 

live never-released songs- "Eat the Rich" and "N.Y. P.D.". You can purchase this 

record and any other Big City release for only two dollars postpaid in the U.S or 

four dollars postpaid overseas, Big City fanzines are ‘one dollar postpaid in the U.S 

and two dollars overseas.

Shok came on first and did an explosive set. They've been playing A? for years 
now, and did their debut gig at C.B.G.B.'s awhile back. Their sound could be 
described as hardcore-noise with traces of English influences, mixed with that 
NY thrash sound that we are so famous for. I really liked them, they've 
improved since the last time I saw them (Hi Josh). 


The Unjust were up next (I think). They did an excellent set, their sound is 
very English, sort of 77ish, with fast thrash breaks in every song. The 
drummer is one of the best musicians in New York today. I only wish the P.A. 
was lower because it really matters with a great band like the Unjust (who come 
from the Bronx). 


Unfortunately, my girlfriend got sick ani I missed the rest of the show, IL 

really wanted to see Hellbent, whom I've never seen, A.O.D., and especially 

Cause for Alarm. This was C.F.A.'s comeback performance with Keith back on: 
vocals. The other reason I had to leave was because I was entertaining two 

English chaps who were visiting that night. They hadn't slept in 24 hours, 

So they were really starting to drag. (Hi-Marcus & Hag) 


Congrats go out to all the kids who helped Brian and John run the debut Belfast 

gig. Good luck on future gigs. 

P.S. I just found out that Belfast closed down that same night due to some 
assholes starting fights, and the NYPD.

The Mob & Ramones at L'amour West - 3/17/84 


When 1 first saw this club in action the previous weekend at the Accept concert, 
it was over-packed with heavy metal headbangers, All the guys with long hair 

in black spandex, leather, studs & spikes, and especially bandanas, The girls 
looked the same, everyone a metal priestess. I tried to stay for Accept, but 

it was close to 2:00 and they didn't seem to be coming on. (Reason being that 
they opened for Kiss at Radio City that same night.) The only person I knew 
there was Dave from Ultra Violence, and was glad to see him - we were the only 
two with short hair. As for the Ramones gig, what a difference! Lots of 
familiar faces that night, like the Bitter Uproar gang, H.R. from the Bad Brains, 


anc all the regular Mot fans, The elub also played new music instead of the

The Mob hit the stage with songs from Step-Forward and Upset the System, plus a 
few new tunes.

Big City:Sy agnostic your talking scout?

Roger: WERE TCURING THE EAST CCAST AND going to Canada soon.wive played in Ohio, 
Philly, .C..deve tried Connecticut three tines but they newer fell threw. 

Big City:Has Agnostic Front always been this way?

Vinniet In a way we are, What we really want to strive for 1s a movement that 
brings about social changee I mean housing for kids, like a B.Y.0. but 
under a different name, These are smart, good kids, artists, They're 
starving down here, These are decent kids and we nead to help them. 
Thats what IT want to do. Its up to the kids, its up to all of us.

Tha New York Hardcore scene 
is great, standing united and strong,
